Thore
were roughs of all descriptions, professional
thieves, pekpockers, sod rulsers, and fancy
men ol every stripe. Thev cawe in vehiolos as
varied as thewselves There were oarringes,
buggies, carts, furniture onrs, ete. ete,, carrving
quite 500 out to the scene of the expocted dzhit,

bout 4 A, M, yesterday, they commenced
